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GREEK IMPERIAL COINS 

A Neglected Series

This series, as defined by Head (Hist. Num. 2d Edition, Page 
LXIV), embraces some of the most remarkable and interesting issues in 
the field of numismatics, yet it seems to have attracted little attention 
compared to the true Greek and Roman coinages. In it, Head places those 
coins STRUCK BY PROVINCIAL CITIES PURSUANT TO A PRIVI- 
LEGE OF COINING BRONZE GRANTED BY THE ROMAN EM- 
PEROR. Being therefore strictly local in character, it excludes the true 
provincial issues such as Caesarea in Cappadocia, Antioch in Syria, and 
Alexandria in Egypt, which were designed for entire provincial areas, 
and also the colonial issues struck by those cities re-established by Rome 
such as Corinth and Jerusalem, or originally founded as Roman “colo- 
nia.” In the main the latter are distinctly Roman in style. 

The provincial and colonial issues are closely allied to the Greek 
Imperial in many respects: all are Roman in that they acknowledge 
Roman suzerainty; they substantially supplement the currency of the 
Imperial mints; they possess common characteristics such as Imperial 
portraits and Roman types, and taken together they form an integral 
part of the Roman monetary and economic system. They differ, however, 
in that the Greek Imperial are purely civic or local, their types are pre- 
dominantly non-Roman, especially the reverses, almost all inscriptions 
are in Greek, and they were intended principally as a means of providing 
local small change, or as agonistic awards or issued on local festival oc- 
casions. Most of them are confined to the Eastern sections of the empire 
and depend for their validity either upon Imperial grants, or, as Matt- 
ingly says, upon the fact that local coinage was always autonomous in 
theory, and we find none of them in Egypt, Spain or Gaul and few in 
Greece proper, Thessaly, Illyricum, Epirus, Acarnania, Corcyra, Locris, 
Phocis, Boeotia and Euboea. 

Two other differences, incidental and formal rather than substantive, 
impress one at the outset: 

(a) Generally mediocre quality of workmanship resulting from the 
fact that abler artists were employed at Rome, and 

(b) the proportion of large size or medallic pieces. 

In date they range from the early part of Augustus’ reign to that of 
Gallienus and in a few instances to the time of Claudius Gothicus and 
Aurelian. In some cases they were issued almost continuously, and 
nearly every city of importance in the East from time to time enjoyed 
and exercised the right. Consequently one of its most striking features 
is its huge and abundant volume, as well as its wide diversity of types. 
A pithy comment by Mattingly ( Roman Coins , page 202) is pertinent: 

“When we come to the types of the local and provincial coinages we feel 
like a man who should take a bucket to draw up the sea.” 

Why, though, was so much bronze minted in the East compared to 
the West? Under the empire, except for the unique instance of the 
Bosphorus kings, gold was produced only by the Imperial mint — the 
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prerogative of the emperor, solely. Silver issued mainly from the Im- 
perial mint but in the East was substantially supplemented by that of 
Alexandria, Antioch and Caesarea Cappadocia. The output of the Im- 
perial mint at Rome sufficed for the needs of the Western provinces and 
likewise played a quite important part in the Eastern provinces. The 
Roman mint apparently furnished an adequate supply of bronze for 
almost all the Western provinces, particularly after the reign of Caligula, 
but regarding the situation, Mattingly ( Roman Coins , page 183) says 
that the Roman aes “played a very subordinate part” in the East. 

For one thing, expedience may have entered into the picture. The 
Romans were intensely practical and probably the privilege of coining 
bronze or copper was permitted as a means of satisfying local pride and 
thereby helping to keep the provinces appeased. 

Mattingly (page 182) says: 

“How far considerations of foreign trade influenced the Imperial govern- 
ment in its issues of coin is very hard to determine. We must not assume 
a negative result, because our evidence is scanty * * * * The practice of 
subsidizing native princes in return for their acceptance of Roman suzer- 
ainty, was adopted as early as the reign of Domitian for Dacia and is a 
familiar device of statecraft later.” 

Mattingly further points out that small change was issued regularly 
from a limited number of provincial mints and a vast number of city 
mints. “Rome was evidently only too thankful to decentralize this diffi- 
cult question of supply and to profit by the long experience in coinage of 
her Eastern subjects.” 

A great number of Eastern cities had struck coins while independent 
or under the domination of Greece, Persia, Syria, etc., an excellent ex- 
ample of which is the bronze issue of Judea prior to the time of the 
Roman conquest. It is quite true, too, that it would have been difficult 
for the Roman mint to have provided enough small change for the 
Eastern provinces, and furthermore to transport such vast quantities 
over the distances from Rome, as Mattingly points out. 

We may summarize this by stating that Rome was content to let 
matters continue as they had prior to its conquest of the respective prov- 
inces, to maintain, however, its control over the important currency in 
gold and silver, to permit bronze issues as a matter of convenience, and 
to allow at least a semblance of local sovereignty in the respective cities. 

During the two or three centuries of their activity, by their indi- 
viduality, freedom from restraint, variety of types and abundance of 
output, these local mints produced and left for posterity a remarkable 
volume of historical, religious, economic and artistic material. Indeed, 
innumerable inferences of the highest value to historians and others can 
be derived from the coinage. Otherwise unknown facts are brought to 
light, obscure and doubtful events are clarified and in fact the religion, 
philosophy, habits of life and thought of an entire people are illustrated 
and amplified. 

Yet there is a definite apathy and indifference toward the series 
even among Greek and Roman collectors. Few outstanding Greek collec- 
tions go any farther than the Roman conquest of each state, and most 
Roman collections are confined to the issues of the Imperial mints. In 
the larger and more important sale catalogues we find only a few Greek 
Imperial coins and those are mostly of the medallic size. They seem to 
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creep into collections casually and unwanted or as if added as “fillers” 
or by accident. We meet such expressions as “in order to obtain a bronze 
coin of we must look to the provincial coinages,” (for example, 

the bronzes of Otho) as if they were inferior products to be accepted 
only as a last resort and in the absence of something better. 

This attitude is due to a number of causes: 

(a) Crudeness of workmanship regarding which Hill in the 1932 edition 
of the Guide to the Principal Coins of the Greeks says: 

“From the point of view of workmanship there is little to be said 
for the local coinage of this period,” i.e., 1 to 270 A.D. 

(b) Difficulty in deciphering the legends and interpreting the types. The 
letters are frequently poorly formed, the legends blundered toward 
the end of the series, and the types often relate to obscure or little- 
known subjects such as local myths, deities and events. 

(c) Poor condition. It is hard to obtain fine examples, and uncirculated 
specimens are almost impossible to acquire. This is apparent from 
an examination of the British Museum Catalogues such as that for 
Lydia or any sale catalogue such as Cahn’s No. 71, October, 1931, 
which contains an unusually large proportion of these coins. The 
writer has carefully scanned the price lists of a prominent dealer 
covering the past two years and has failed to find a single uncircu- 
lated piece, or very many in extremely fine condition. Most are 
merely fine, good and fair. 

(d) The small number of available authorities. In the Hist. Num. Head 
devotes from a paragraph to little over a page to any particular city. 
However, had he described these issues with any degree of detail 
that work would have doubled or tripled its present size, which 
would have been impracticable and outside its main purpose and 
scope, a fact which he explains on page LXIV. In the 1932 edition 
of the Guide we find four plates devoted to this issue. However, 
Mattingly in his Roman Coins devotes a full chapter to it and parts 
of others. It is clear that the standard works such as the Hist. Num., 
Mattingly, and the Guide, are intended merely to introduce one to 
a study of the Series. None of the ANS monographs cover the Greek 
Imperial coinage of a single city, except No. 24 on the Coinage of 
Aegina, No. 96 on that of Kolophon, and No. 108 on Rhesaena in 
Mesopotamia. For detailed material we must fall back on such 
works as the British Museum Catalogues, some larger sale cata- 
logues such as Cahn’s No. 71, or similar works which are available 
to only a few collectors. 

(e) Interest in some instances may also be discouraged by the vastness 
and complexity of the series itself, the large number of issues and 
multiplicity of types as well as the fact that to master it one must 
have a fairly general knowledge of the ancient history of the Near 
East and its innumerable local myths. 

It is our purpose, therefore, to point out from the coinage facts 
showing that this series is in truth a gold mine of valuable historical, 
economic, religious and artistic information. 

HISTORICAL: 

If there were no other records, the coinage would establish the 
extent of Roman dominion throughout the East from its inception down 
to the end of the third century, as well as showing the names of the 
emperors and their facial characteristics; that Rome governed both the 
countries bordering on the Eastern Mediterranean and its islands also, 
and that this power was exercised continuously for the period covered 
by the coinage, i.e., from the time of Augustus for 300 years. 

Throughout the series we meet the names of the Roman Proconsuls, 
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including that of Marcus Tullius Cicero, son of the great orator, on coins 
of Magnesia in Lydia, B.M.C. Lydia, PI. XVI, No. 1 (Fig. 1), regrettable 
though it is that we cannot be certain as to whether the portrait on it 
is that of Cicero himself. Contemporary with these is a large group 
which bears the names of the magistrates having charge of the coinage. 
If the word “strategos” precedes the name, we know that in charge of 
that particular issue was the chief magistrate of the city, an officer cor- 
responding somewhat to the modern civic mayor. If “grammateus” pre- 
cedes the name, the magistrate roughly corresponding to a modern city 
clerk, and possibly because of that office, chief member of the board, was 
in charge of the coinage for that particular year. In many instances the 
title of the coining magistrate appears as archon or chief archon, in 
others as priest and chief priest. Head lists a great number of other titles 
applied to the official, as well as titles of distinction such as

The coinage furnishes us with the names of these magistrates over long 
periods of years in many cities. 

There are cases in which the coinage is in the hands of the “strate- 
gos” for several years and then in charge of the “grammateus” and in 
some instances these titles alternate. It is my conclusion that the chief 
magistrate either by virtue of his office or by law was automatically in 
charge of the coinage to start with, and that subsequently that particular 
city changed its law and placed the coinage in the hands of the “gram- 
mateus” whether or not such official by virtue of that office was the chief 
magistrate. 

In those cases where the names of the priest or high priest appear, 
we are justified in concluding that the coinage was in the hands of the 
temple officials. 

This evidence proves the twofold nature of Roman rule over the 
provinces. The Imperial power was always present and supreme, repre- 
sented by the proconsul or legate, but local authority to some extent 
was still vested in city officials chosen doubtless by the people them- 
selves, their own board of magistrates. 

The Imperial financial policy was undoubtedly one of expediency. 
It was wise to permit local coinage itself and also to give to the various 
cities a cloak of sovereignty. Since the East had enjoyed the right of 
coinage for centuries, it would have been dangerous for Rome abruptly 
to have terminated it. That Diocletian did so, after Greek Imperial 
coinage came to an end, is no objection to our theory. His action was 
the direct result of the complete financial collapse at the end of the 
third century, a collapse which was felt through the empire, and which 
affected the East as well as the West and Rome itself. An entirely new 
system was necessary and Diocletian provided it. With the reign of 
Gallienus an era was coming to an end, a fact which the provinces 
accepted as did the rest of the empire, and the local coinage simply 
ceased never to be resumed and only to be followed by Diocletian’s new 
currency. 
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The right of local coinage, however, was more than a cloak or 
semblance of sovereignty. We must treat it as a vested right which the 
emperors dared not risk violating, because it had been enjoyed for so 
long. It was therefore a token of the freedom which was enjoyed in the 
East, a token of rights which included far more than the mere power 
to strike bronze coins. Its political consequences were twofold: it 
helped to maintain some measure of home rule, and it served to hold 
the people in obedience to the civil authority, i.e., the local magistrates 
and through them the fountainhead of Roman power, the emperor 
represented at all times by his proconsul or legate. Similar to this 
political policy was the attitude of the Roman government toward reli- 
gion, which also had similar reasons and similar results, and which we 
will discuss later. 

In passing, we call attention to a fact of minor importance gleaned 
from the coinage: In several cities we find coins bearing the portrait 
of Julia Domna contemporary with coins bearing the portrait of Cara- 
calla, and where coins with the portrait of the husband and father, the 
emperor Septimius Severus, are lacking. Although her husband did not 
so honor her, she saw to it that her son did, which confirms the historical 
account of her strong character and her influence during the early part 
of Caracalla’s reign. 

Its historical importance is best summed up by Mattingly, (page 
199 ): 

“If ever the great task of presenting the local coinage of the Empire 
chronologically is successfully achieved, it is certain to add considerably 
to our knowledge of the Imperial government in its relation to the 
provinces.” 

ECONOMIC: 

How far the Roman Imperial Government was concerned with such 
problems as the “balance of Trade” as we know it today we cannot 
accurately tell. The coinage under discussion, in itself, sheds some light 
on the matter. We know that it was necessary to supplement the issues 
of the Imperial mint, otherwise we would not have as huge a volume 
of local coinage, and we are safe in assuming that the cities were able 
to meet the demand. That the necessary metal or copper was available 
is likewise clear. Where, then, did the cities obtain it if not from Rome 
itself? At least, if they did not obtain it directly from Rome, they were 
able to buy it with the silver and gold obtained from Rome in the chan- 
nels of trade. The Italian peninsula was not self-supporting in the second 
and third centuries any more than it is today, and had to obtain goods 
from the provinces, paying therefore with Imperial gold and silver. In 
turn, Rome taxed the provinces to the limit, and the result was a 
“vicious circle”: the money was secured by taxes on the provinces, and 
was then used to purchase commodities from them, and the money was 
again returned to Rome via taxation. Imperial power maintained the 
status quo for centuries, and since local authorities enjoyed a fair 
measure of power, they were content as long as Rome could and did 
protect them from invasion. The “Pax Romana” imposed on the Medi- 
terranean world for centuries was apparently worth the price which the 
provinces paid for it. If the East had not enjoyed a reasonably depend- 
able currency, this condition could never have endured as it did. I 
believe that the Greek Imperial coinage, even though in bronze, proves 
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this, both by its very abundance and also its various inscriptions and 
types. 


What function the coins served in the Roman financial system is 
difficult to determine. As Mattingly shows, they were issued as small 
change, but were always subordinate to the gold and silver of the Roman 
and provincial mints. Not only must their value in relation to the 
aureus and denarius have fluctuated in different times but it must have 
varied at the same time in different sections. Except in those rare cases 
such as Sagalassus, Pisidia, Guide PI. 49, No. 28 (Fig. 14) where value 
marks appear, we can only guess as to denominations. Weights them- 
selves are of little help. We may conjecture that a coin weighing about 
400 grains corresponded to the sestertius, and in some cases we can be 
reasonably sure of that. So also as to pieces weighing about 200 grains 
or less, representing a division of the sestertius. Of their purchasing 
power we know little, if anything, and in all probabilty a coin weighing 
as much as a sestertius may in some sections have purchased more and 
in others less than it did in Rome. About all we are sure of is that the 
coins played a more important part in the financial system of the Empire 
than do copper coins today. Starting with coins of less than 100 grains, 
we can find specimens on up to over 500 grains at almost all interme- 
diate weights. In the few coins shown in the Guide we find such 
weights as:

To reach any conclusion from such figures is manifestly impossible, 
yet it is my opinion that if all the larger cities in the various provinces 
were studied separately and compared with each other some system 
would emerge from what at present seems chaos. 

But what about the large-sized so-called medallions? They range 
from over 300 grains to over 900. Some are of thin broad fabric, others 
thicker but still large in diameter. The types are similar to those of the 
smaller pieces, hence no conclusion can be reached from them, with the 
possible exception of those bearing agonistic symbols which may have 
been issued in connection with athletic contests. The inscriptions are of 
the normal type and therefore of little aid in answering the question. 
On a coin of Mysia, Guide PI. 47, No. 3 (Fig. 2), the inscription

may imply, as Hill says, “that Gesios supplied funds for the ceremonies 
or for the coinage which was required on the occasion.” Public festivals 
and public games probably were the occasion for these large-sized issues, 
but we cannot be sure, although it is almost certain that such pieces 
could hardly have been issued regularly and for general circulation. 

RELIGIOUS: 

In this article we are not concerned with the development of Greek 
religious practices nor whence they were derived. We simply accept them 
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as we find them portrayed in this series. The coins demonstrate that at 
the beginning of the Imperial era the true Greek or Olympian deities 
had their cults throughout the Eastern provinces, as is evident from the 
appearance on the coins of the major gods and goddesses shown in 
typical Greek forms, i.e., Zeus, Hera, Athena, Apollo, Artemis, etc., and 
of the minor ones, Dionysos, Nike, Tyche, Hades, Persephone, Silenos, 
Kore, etc., as well as the deified heroes, Herakles, Perseus, Pelops, etc. 
They appear regularly throughout the area until the end of the coinage. 
It is apparent that their cults were still strong and flourishing there at 
the end of the third century. 

It is equally true, that local beliefs and cults were not abandoned 
nor replaced by the Greek. It would appear, though, that in some cases 
Greek forms were adopted for local divinities of the same character, and 
vice versa. From the coins themselves we cannot determine which par- 
ticular cults were the strongest, but we know they flourished side by 
side, that local divinities tended to merge in their Greek counterparts, 
and that Greek divinities tended to take on the characteristics of local 
divinities. We also know that they survived in their respective forms 
till the end. Therefore, Zeus Olympios appears along with Zeus Lydios, 
Zeus Laodikeos, etc. His Olympian model is altered to suit personal 
characteristics and local ideas so that we have Zeus Labraundos, Zeus 
Nikephoros, Zeus Stratios, etc. The most striking example is the appear- 
ance of Artemis the Huntress, in her true Olympian character, along 
with Artemis-Ephesia, the form in which she was worshipped as “Diana 
of the Ephesians,” the multi-breasted goddess, a figure hardly consistent 
with the idyllic virgin-huntress of Mount Olympus. Then, too, we meet 
her again in other entirely different shapes, i.e., Artemis Anaitis, 
-Persica, -Kindyus, etc. 

Although the Greek forms predominated, there was still room in 
the Eastern Pantheon for any and all other divinities, so that we find 
the Egyptian Isis and Sarapis, and the Semitic Astarte, etc. “Roma” is 
frequently encountered, probably as a local gesture toward Imperial 
good will, and occasionally we meet Roman counterparts of the principal 
Greek divinities, such as Jupiter, Minerva, etc. These types may have 
resulted from a civic policy of complying with the wishes of each group 
or cult since the population of the Eastern provinces was composed of 
adherents to all of these various groups, and each divinity had its own 
special following, jealous of any favoritism toward another. 

Our chief interest is derived not from the deistic and Imperial 
obverse types but from the mythology and art depicted on the reverse. 
It is this phase of the subject that to my mind justifies as much investi- 
gation as has been devoted to the original Greek and Roman series, and 
which provides the greatest interest of all. Of the myths, those con- 
nected with Herakles, Persephone, Artemis, Athena and Aesculapios 
seem to predominate. One of the most striking examples is that of a 
coin of Blaundus, BMC Lydia, PI. VI, No. 3, Guide PI. 48, No. 20 (Fig. 3), 
in which Herakles is shown about to slay Geryon who appears as a 
double-bodied monster with three heads, and one hand clasping the leg 
of Herakles and the other bearing a shield while Herakles stands with 
one foot on a recumbent bull and one hand seizing Geryon. 

On another, BMC Lydia, PI. XXVI, No. 1 (Fig. 4), Hades is de- 
picted carrying away the struggling Persephone in a particularly clear 
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and vivid picturization of this myth. Another would be BMC Lydia, 
PI. XIII, No. 4, if it were only in better condition. Another, PI. XXVI, No. 
11 (Fig. 5) portrays Demeter standing in front of the entrance to the 
Lower Regions which she lights up with a torch, apparently in the act 
of searching for her daughter. The Persephone myth is a favorite 
subject in the Eastern coinage. 

How deep rooted was the worship of Athena and how long her cults 
endured are facts which strike us, too. Athena is a favorite subject for 
both obverse and reverse types and excellent examples are the coins 
which show her standing in front of a column on the top of which is a 
helmet which apparently Hephaestos on the opposite side of the column 
is fashioning for her. (Fig. 15). 

Favorite types are City gods and goddesses, river gods, mountains, 
etc. Personifications of virtues and qualities are common throughout 
the Roman series, and it is only to be expected that we should find them 
in the Greek Imperial issues. Not only are these subjects personified but 
also in deference to Rome we frequently encounter the head or bust of the 
Roman Senate contemporary with coins personifying Demos, the People. 
The turreted Tyche or Fortuna, although a minor deity, enjoyed wide- 
spread veneration as is apparent from numerous types devoted to her. 
Aesculapios is shown with the Goddess Hygeia in numerous poses and 
with his ancient symbols, the staff and the serpent. 

Temples and statues occupy a no less important place than the 
myths themselves. Without their temples and statues we can hardly 
believe that Greek forms of worship would have lasted as they did. 
Nearly every city at one time or another minted coins portraying tem- 
ples of the Olympian as well as local deities. In Lydia alone we find the 
temples of Dionysos, Kore, Athena, Apollo, Zeus, Artemis, Tyche, Hestia, 
Kybele, Men, Aphrodite, Helios and even Leto. In the main the designs 
are conventional, that is, a tetrastyle or hexastyle temple may stand for 
one of several columns, because the field in which the engravers had to 
work made it impossible to give exact replicas. In most cases the coins 
show whether the original temple was Doric, Ionian or Corinthian, 
whether it was vaulted, arched or purely Greek, and the use to which 
or the particular deity to which it was dedicated. One of the finest 
examples that I have encountered in this series is that of the temple of 
Artemis- Anaitis at Hypaepa, BMC Lydia, PI. XII, No. 12 (Fig. 6). In 
this instance the statue of the goddess and her particular attributes, the 
style of the columns, the pediment, the roof decorations, in fact, the entire 
facade, seem to be portrayed with a detail not usually found on similar 
coins. 

We can indeed be grateful to the engravers of this series, and 
especially to the unknown artist who gave us in a coin of Pergamum 
what must be a fairly accurate representation of the great altar of that 
city, the remains of which were in the Berlin Museum when the 1932 
edition of the Guide was published. Hill describes the reverse of this 
coin as follows: Guide PI. 47, No. 6, (Fig. 7): 

“The great altar of Pergamum with steps leading up to it, and surmounted 
by a vaulted canopy; on either side, bulls on pedestals, and porticos sur- 
mounted by statues."

As to the statues: these have a double value, not only in showing 
both the crude cultus ephigies and the major deities with their local 
characterizations, which are of particular value with reference to Zeus, 
Apollo and Artemis especially, and give us an accurate idea of the forms 
in which they were worshiped, but in the Greek Imperial series they 
have preserved for us a knowledge of some of the famous statues of 
antiquity which have long since perished. Outstanding are the coins of 
Elis struck under Hadrian, Gardner, Types of Greek Coins, PI. XV, Nos. 
18 and 19, of which Head, Hist. Num., page 426, says: 

“There can be no doubt that these two remarkable coins are copies of 
the head and of the entire statue of the world-renowned chryselephantine 
Zeus of Pheidias at Olympia, and moreover that they are the most faith- 
ful copies of this masterpiece which have been handed down to us” (Figs. 
8a and 8b). 

and the coin of Knidus, struck under Caracalla, recognized as a repro- 
duction of the famous statue of Aphrodite by Praxiteles. (Gardner, 
Types of Greek Coins, PI. XV, Nos. 20 and 21), (Figs. 9a and 9b). 

In probing this mass of material for light on the ancient religions, 
it may be surprising to know that the series proves that although the 
ancients stand convicted on the charge of worshiping false gods, yet in 
the main they were not idolators in the sense that they worshiped the 
statues themselves. Rather, the coinage shows that the statues were used 
to direct the attention of the people to the gods and promote veneration 
for them. This conclusion is reached from the fact that throughout the 
whole of the ancient world city after city erected temples and installed 
therein the image of the same deity. For example, the popularity of 
Athena is attested by the many temples reared in her honor and the 
placing therein of her statue fashioned in the conventional mode, stand- 
ing, armored, helmeted, and bearing a shield or a spear, as she stood in 
the Parthenon. It would be absurd to believe that all of these statues 
themselves were worshiped by the populace, or that each city believed its 
own particular statue was the goddess herself. Therefore, the statues 
must have been symbolical of the deities in whose honor they were 
erected. However, in some instances the evidence of the coins leads to 
the conclusion that here and there local cultus images were worshiped 
as divinities themselves. This is shown by the fact that in several cases 
we find grotesque, weirdly designed images which had been venerated 
for centuries in the same city and therefore as a result the image itself 
became clothed with immortality and divinity and therefore worshiped 
as a god itself. 

But the coinage certainly shows that idolatry such as depicted in 
the ancient scriptures among the Semitic races must have long since 
passed out of existence with the spread of Greek civilization and Greek 
influence throughout the East. 

From the predominence of religious types over all others, we con- 
clude that religious allegiance was stronger than political in the popular 
mind. Hardly a coin fails to bear religious symbolisms and Roman 
Imperial types form a small section compared with the religious. On 
the reverses we even find as many if not more agonistic types than we 
do Imperial. In this respect a comparison of the Roman coinage with the 
Imperial Greek presents a striking contrast. The vast bulk of the Roman 
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coinage bears the image of the emperor or a member of his family and a 
large number of the reverse types are Imperial in character. But on the 
contrary, in the East Imperial influence seems to have had less effect 
on the coinage. Taking Lydia again as an example, we find that of the 
36 cities in that province striking bronze, only eleven devoted their 
reverses to Imperial types as follows: 

On the coins of Bagis, the Cilbiani, Gordus Julia, Hypaepa, Nysa, 
Sardis and Tralles, two each; on Magnesia and Thyatira, three each; on 
Saitta and Tripolis, one each; or a total of only twenty-two. 

The total for the non-imperial reverse types is over 500 and for both 
obverse and reverse the total for non-imperial types is over 800 but for 
Imperial types about 400 or almost 2 to 1. The percentage is far higher 
when we note that the non-imperial types are repeated far more fre- 
quently than the Imperial types. Since Rome was so particular to permit 
religious types to predominate to such an extent, we can infer that her 
policy toward the local priesthoods was consistent with this, too, and 
that in the management and control of the provinces the proconsuls 
and Imperial legates were particular to hold the favor of the priests, to 
avoid offending them as much as possible, and thereby to strengthen and 
hold Roman control. The coinage, therefore, proves that so far as reli- 
gion was concerned, the empire was obliged to take a liberal attitude 
and to permit all kinds of religious cults, whether Roman or not. The 
policy was to maintain Roman allegiance through religion. Our argu- 
ment is strengthened by the fact that in this series we find few “divos” 
and “consecratio” types. We infer therefrom that emperor worship never 
attained the status that it did in Rome. Such instances as do refer to a 
deified emperor seem to spring rather from lip service or a desire to 
court Imperial favor rather than any inherent or deep-rooted respect for 
the idea of emperor worship. 

ARTISTIC: 

Hill, in the Guide to the Principal Coins of the Greeks , is careful to 
limit his remarks to the “workmanship” of the local coinage and does not 
refer to its artistic merit. Even so far as workmanship is concerned, we 
meet some surprisingly fine examples, particularly during the first two 
centuries. BMC Lydia, PI. Ill, No. 4, (Fig. 10), depicting the youthful 
bust of the Senate and PI. XXIV, No. 4, (Fig. 11) with portrait of 
Domitia, exhibit a degree of workmanship equal in every respect to that 
of the Imperial mints. When we take into consideration the decline in 
workmanship of the Imperial coinage at Rome itself in the third cen- 
tury, we can hardly expect to find in the East coins as late as the reign 
of Gallienus of better quality and yet even at that time toward the close 
of the series there are frequent examples of workmanship which compare 
favorably with the Imperial. 

Occasionally, too, we encounter examples which so far as por- 
traiture is concerned, may be more faithful counterparts than their 
Roman contemporaries. Plate II, No. 5 (Fig. 12) of Acrasus with youth- 
ful bust of the emperor Severus Alexander is an example. Some reverse 
types surprise us with exceptionally fine examples: Knidus, Gallienus, 
Guide PI. 48, No. 18, Gardner PI. XV, No. 20 (Figs. 9a and 9b), Per- 
gamum, Marcus Aurelius, PI. 48, No. 22, (Fig. 13), and Sagalassus, 
Claudius II Gothicus, PI. 49, No. 28, (Fig. 14). From the aesthetic 
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standpoint I believe we cannot fairly condemn the Greek Imperial series 
any more than we can condemn the Byzantine. As the Byzantine coinage 
is a reflection of a school of art, and it undoubtedly is, we can only con- 
clude that the Greek Imperial series represents a school of art pre- 
dominant throughout the Eastern portions of the empire distinctive in 
itself and different from that of the Roman mint itself. 

To start with, we must recognize the fact that all of the ancient die 
engravers were restricted. In the portrayal of all of the divinities they 
had to follow either the conventional conceptions, such as Tyche with 
her turrets, Artemis Olympios with her stags and bow and quiver, and 
Artemis Ephesia with the characteristics attributed to her by the 
Ephesians and as depicted on her famous statue at Ephesus. With respect 
to local deities, a river god had to be portrayed in a reclining attitude, 
the Senate as a youth with smooth, round features, etc. Temples for 
instance, had long since been conventionalized in both the Greek and 
Roman coinages. Custom likewise dictated that the borders of the coins 
had to be taken up by lengthy inscriptions which, if Imperial had to give 
the titles of the emperor. Since local magistrates were responsible for the 
coinage, the name of the ruling magistrate or the one in charge of the 
coinage had to appear with his titles. Even the important names of the 
cities had to be, in many instances, crowded into the exergue. When we 
realize, too, that in the Greek coinage of the period of finest art or 
between 400 and 300 B.C., reverse types usually were roughly drawn, 
we cannot expect to find a difference in the Greek Imperial series hun- 
dreds of years later. We must, therefore, view the series as a unit and 
take into consideration that the designers of the coins had to follow 
rules of art just as their predecessors had to. This position I feel is 
well borne out by an examination of the so-called medallic coins, in 
which the Eastern series is far richer than the Roman empire. With 
these, the artists had a larger field to work in and especially with ancient 
myths they could vividly portray any subject without appearing to over- 
crowd it. This they did with a power and expressiveness which in my 
humble judgment has few equals in the entire history of coinage. 

It is fitting that we close this article by an examination of one coin 
alone in order to show just how much we may learn from the Greek 
Imperial series, our example being the so-called medallion struck at 
Thyatira in Lydia under Septimius Severus, Figure 15, Writer’s Collec- 
tion: the obverse inscription is

and the portrait is that of the emperor, then beyond middle age, of 
strong and vigorous features. The reverse inscription is

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The coin tells us that Rome in the beginning of the third century then 
ruled the City of Thyatira hundreds of miles away at the far end of 
the Mediterranean ; that Greek influences still prevailed there so strongly 
that Latin, the official language of the empire, must give way to it ; that 
this city possessed the important right of autonomous coinage in the 
emperor’s name; that his sovereignty was thereby acknowledged even 
though some local rights were still vested in the city. It is evidence that 
skilled craftsmen still lived in that part of the world capable of pro- 
ducing the finer works of art. It proves that typical Greek deities were 
still recognized and worshiped there even in the face of local influences 
and that after a thousand years Athena had not been displaced in the 
affection and regard of the city and that she was even then portrayed 
as providing her armor to defend it. The people who issued such a coin 
as this must have enjoyed a certain amount of freedom and peace with 
neighboring cities for otherwise no such coinage could have come into 
being. It tells us that the magistrate in charge of the coinage was a 
man named Asiaticus and that probably he was the son of one named 
Hermogenes and therefore that prominent citizens, local officials not 
Roman, controlled at least the minor currency of the city.

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THE COINAGE OF OUR FIRST U. S. MINT 

“LIFTING THE CURTAIN” 

By R. H. WILLIAMSON, Milan, Italy 

The results of a great deal of excellent research have been published 
on our colonial and state currencies, broken-bank bills, hard-times tokens, 
Civil War tokens, transportation tokens, patterns, trial and experimental 
pieces, suttler tokens, store cards, postal currency, Bryan money, Con- 
federate money and many subjects more or less closely allied to our 
national currency. 

But when we search for solid, unimpeachable, historical facts about 
the national currency itself — our early legal U. S. money, made at the 
first U. S. Mint at Philadelphia, 1793-1832 — only the stout-hearted and 
persevering succeed. Much “information” on the subject, published in 
recent years, is but a repetition of biased guesses made by dealers and 
collectors with specimens for sale during the first great American coin- 
collecting boom of the 1860’s. These stories, copied and re-copied through 
the decades, eventually have become “facts” of a sort, but some need 
de-bunking. 

Considering the number of U. S. numismatists who collect the 
several early American series, it is surprising that there hasn’t been a 
greater demand for accurate background information. Judging by the 
limited experience of this writer, such information is generally not lost 
forever. Rather, it is buried deeply in ancient leather-bound tomes and 
in un-indexed government archives, awaiting the time when someone 
with burning curiosity again brings the early days to life for us. 

These data on early American coinage constitute a great unfilled 
void in American numismatics, and also a challenge. Our science cannot 
claim to have come of age until this void is filled. 

Similar information on the many European mints and coinages of 
the past has been patiently documented in exacting detail, but for our 
own country only the barest outline is conveniently available. 

Unfortunately a few of the earliest U. S. documents, referred to in 
the early literature, can no longer be located. Others are in such a 
dilapidated condition that they are decipherable only with difficulty and 
will not stand much handling. Photostats of such material are generally 
illegible. So if U. S. numismatists wait too long for publication of this 
source material, an increasing amount will be lost forever. 

There are four publications which serve as an excellent starting 
point for the future historian of early American numismatics. These are: 

George G. Evans, Illustrated History of the United States Mint, Phila- 
delphia, 1888, 1892, etc. This is the most accessible but the least 
informative of these publications. 

Frank H. Stewart, History of the First United States Mint, Its People 
and Its Operations, privately printed, 1924. 

Neil Carothers, Fractional Money, 1930. 

American State Papers — Finance. Five volumes published in 1832 by 
Gales and Seaton, Washington, D. C. 

However, we should not wait until the complete story is re-told. 
Perhaps the next generation of numismatists will have such a story at 
their fingertips. In the meantime let each of us who happens to find a 
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fragment of the hidden lore disclose it through the pages of The Numis- 
matist. 

If there is a doubt in your mind as to the type of information which 
can be found with patience and perseverance, there is a sample in the 
December, 1950, issue: '‘Paul Revere and the First U. S. Mint.” Another 
example will be found in the January, 1951, issue: “A Visit to the U. S. 
Mint in 1812.” 

There is genuine pleasure to be had in the preparation of such 
articles. However, for the benefit of the reader, one pitfall should be 
avoided which has too seldom been avoided in the past. Great care 
should be exercised in separating the facts from the probabilities, and 
the probabilities from the conjectures. In any case, verbatim quotations 
from the source material are desirable, either in the text or in an appen- 
dix ; only then can the reader judge for himself as to the validity of the 
writer’s assumptions. 

There should be no criticism of the re-publication of hard-to-get 
source material, provided the original author is properly credited. No 
one is alive today to personally remember the historical data on our 
early coinage; the only facts we have are those that someone recorded 
on paper — or on a coin. 

If the preparation of this type of article should appeal to other 
readers of The Numismatist, there is sufficient interesting allied material 
to be found in the numbered footnote references following the two “1812” 
articles in this issue for twenty more papers. Won’t someone sample the 
pleasures of “footnote chasing”? 


COINAGE OF THE NEW ORLEANS MINT IN 1861 

By WALTER BREEN, Washington, D.C. 

The Report of the Director of the Mint for 1887 proudly presented, 
for what the Director evidently thought to be the first time, a table 
exhibiting the coinage of the mints of the U.S. by calendar years from 
the organization of each branch, starting with the amounts “since the 
organization” given in the Director’s Report for 1795. (This is the same 
table reprinted in the back of the Standard Catalogue, and its compilers 
evidently had forgotten about the very similar efforts of the Mint 
Directors, Patterson in 1836 and J. R. Snowden in 1860.) 

In passing, the Director alluded to the branch mints and their coin- 
ages, under the general heading of difficulties in compiling accurate 
figures for certain periods. He noted that the Dahlonega local records 
did not survive the Civil War, figures for his table being derived from the 
reports sent in to Philadelphia from that branch; that the Charlotte 
records were in some disorder, and that the Confederacy executed a 
coinage at the New Orleans branch mint after it had been “closed against 
the United States” in January 1861 through May 31. The facts about 
this coinage from U.S. dies without U.S. authority have, so far as I 
know, never been published in their entirety, although occasional frag- 
ments have been printed here and there ; and it is the story of this coin- 
age, and the history of the New Orleans mint under the Confederacy, 
that will be told here. 
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In the latter part of 1860 and until the end of January 1861, as far 
as the Philadelphia authorities were aware, “business as usual” went on 
at the New Orleans branch, despite the calling in December of a Seces- 
sion Convention and the resolution it passed which was to take over the 
Mint for the use of the State of Louisiana in secession. In these two 
months, the usual samples of New Orleans coins were sent to Phila- 
delphia for monthly assays as was ordered by the Director, and the 
weekly reports of operations were submitted. The Engraver’s Depart- 
ment at the Philadelphia Mint prepared and sent on the quota of new 
dies dated 1861 for use at New Orleans. As this die account will figure 
rather prominently later on, it is reprinted:

require a modification of the milling to suit the border, note to the Coiner. 

(The date of receipt was handwritten in pencil:) 19th Dec 6 Ob H. Don. 

(By way of a small digression, it may be told here that the new 
double eagle reverse alluded to was undoubtedly the Paquet design as 
found on patterns AW281 and 320, which was approved in 1860 and sent 
to the branch mints for use in 1861, but before any authorized coinage 
could take place a discrepancy was discovered and the design was 
abandoned, as detailed below in the telegram and letter of Jan. 5, 1861 
to Mr. Elmore, the Superintendent. At least one mintmarked specimen 
has been found, however, with this same new reverse; this is the 1861-S 
double eagle illustrated on p. 199 of the March 1937 Numismatist.) 

On Jan. 5, 1861, Snowden sent a telegram to William A. Elmore, 
Superintendent at New Orleans, saying: “Use the old reverse of the 
double eagle and not the new ones.” On the same date, he sent a letter 
in explanation as follows: 

Jan. 5, 1. 

Sir, 

In preparing the new dies for 1861, a slight deviation in the diameter of 
the double eagle was inadvertently made. As it is highly important that a 
proper uniformity of size should be maintained, I telegraphed you today to 
“use the old reverse of the double eagle and not the new ones.” This you will 
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continue to do. If you require any additional reverses they will be furnished 
on your requisition.

Elmore sent a receipt on Jan. 12 saying that these instructions 
would be followed. The usual statements of operations followed until 
the end of January, when on the 30th he sent in his resignation with a 
final report on deposits, coinage, assay-pieces, expenses, etc. (This 
report has apparently not survived.) On Jan. 31, still signing himself 
Superintendent, he wrote the Director that the Committee of the Seces- 
sion Convention, acting under an ordinance passed by the Convention, 
had at 9:30 that morning taken possession of the Mint in the name of 
the State of Louisiana; and promised to send the Director a copy of 
the ordinance in question. (This is reproduced below.) Snowden for- 
warded the resignation to the Treasury Department on Feb. 11, 1861, 
and a week later (having heard no more word of any kind) wrote the 
Secretary of the Treasury as follows: 

Mint of the United States, Feb. 18, 1861. 

Sir, 

I send you enclosed a copy of a letter I have recently received from Mr. 
Elmore, the superintendent of the branch mint at New Orleans. It appears 
from this communication that a committee acting under the order of a 
Convention has taken possession of the branch mint in the name of the State 
of Louisiana. The right to coin money, — one of the highest acts of sovereignty, 
— being expressly granted to the United States (Art. 1 Sec. 8 Const. U.S.), the 
action of the Louisiana Convention cannot but be regarded as revolutionary in 
its character, and destructive of the rights of the people & government of the 
United States. By the law establishing branches of the Mint of the United 
States (Act of March 3, 1835) “the general direction of the business of the 
said branches are under the control and regulation of the Director of the Mint 
at Philadelphia, subject to the approbation of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and for that purpose it shall be the duty of the said Director to present such 
regulations, and require such returns, periodically and occasionally, as shall 
appear to him to be necessary, for the purpose of carrying into effect the 
intentions of this act. . . .; also for the purpose of discrimination of the Coin 
which shall be stamped at each branch and at the Mint itself; also, for the 
purpose of preserving uniformity of weight, form and fineness in the coin 
stamped at each branch; and for that purpose to require the transmissions and 
delivery to him at the Mint, from time to time, of such parcels of the Coinage 
of each branch as he shall think proper, to be subjected to such assays and 
tests as he shall direct.” 

My instructions require weekly reports of its operations from the Branch 
Mint at New Orleans; and monthly returns of parcels of coinage taken from 
each delivery of coin from the Coiner to the Treasurer. These reports & coins 
for the month of January have been received; but the weekly returns since the 
close of the month have been omitted to be sent to me. It thus appears that 
the institution in question is not conducting its operations in a lawful manner; 
and although it is still a branch of the Mint of the United States — for no action 
of the State of Louisiana can legally alter its relation to the general govern- 
ment — yet as its coinage from the close of the month of January will not be 
subject to the tests required by law, it has practically ceased to be a branch of 
the mint. The coins struck in January are legal coins of the United States; 
but as the pieces cannot be distinguished from others coined since that time 
having date of 1861, the whole coinage of this year ought to be discredited by 
the government. The announcement must be made, either by Proclamation of 
the President, or by Act of Congress, if the former should not be deemed 
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proper, that the coins of the branch mint at New Orleans of the year 1861 are 
not of the coinage of the United States, and are therefore not a legal tender 
in the payment of debts; said coins are designated by the letter O on the 
reverse of each piece. I may here state, that the coins stamped at San Francisco 
are designated by the letter S; those of Dahlonega (Georgia) by the letter D, 
and of Charlotte (N.C.) by the letter C. The coinages of the mint at Philada. 
may be known by the absence of any letter as a mintmark. 

The coining dies are prepared at the mint in Philada. for the branches. 
I furnished, at the close of the last year, the New Orleans branch the following 
numbers of working dies for 1861. (Director Snowden here quoted verbatim 
the sheet reproduced above, enumerating the dies by denominations.) 

In reference to these dies I suggest that it is desirable that the agent of 
the Treasury Department should be requested to call at the branch mint and 
ask to have them delivered to him for the purpose of returning them to the 
Mint at Philada. The person in charge of that institution may perhaps be 
willing to comply with this request. If so, it will relieve us of the embarrass- 
ment of having coins struck purporting to be United States coins but which 
are not subjected to the assays and trials required by law. 

I may add, as appropriate to this communication, that the building of the 
branch mint at New Orleans, including the rendering of it fireproof in 1855-6, 
cost the U.S. $591,514.05. The amount of bullion in that institution at the 
present time, the property of the U.S., is $389,267.46; to which must be added 
the balance to the credit of the United States on the coinage charge and for 
purchases of silver (profits) $12,413.62. 

The ground upon which the Branch Mint is erected, known as “Jackson 
Square,” was conveyed to the United States by the authorities of the City of 
New Orleans on June 19, 1835. It was a donation by the City to the United 
States. (See Director’s Report for 1835 for full account. — W. B.)

The following is the “authority” by which the committee took over 
the Mint on the 31st of January. 

AN ORDINANCE: 

Relative to Federal Laws and Officers in the State of Louisiana 
at the time of the Passage of the Ordinance of 

SECESSION 

Be it ordained by the People of Louisiana in Convention assembled, That 
all Federal Officers in the civil service of the United States and all laws relating 
to said Federal Officers and their duties and compensation within the State of 
Louisiana in office and in force at the time of the passage of the Ordinance of 
Secession and not incompatible therewith are hereby adopted and continued in 
Office and in force as Officers and Laws of this State. 

Provided, that this ordinance shall not apply to the officers of the Judiciary, 
Postal or Land departments of the Government of the United States or the laws 
regulating the same. 

Be it further ordained, That the Revenue Collection and Navigation laws 
of the United States so far as they may be applicable be, and they hereby are, 
adopted as laws of this State saving that no duties shall be collected on imports 
from the States forming the late Federal Union, known as the United States 
of America, or the territories thereof, nor on the tonnage of vessels owned in 
whole or in part by the Citizens of the said States and territories. 

Be it further ordained, That the President of the Convention is hereby 
authorized to require of all Federal Officers aforesaid in the Parish of Orleans, 
the immediate recognition by them of the sole and exclusive authority of the 
State of Louisiana, and to administer to them the oath of office, and in case 
of refusal, to demand and take possession of all the property, money, effects, 
papers and documents held by them in their official capacity and the like 
authority is hereby conferred on the Governor as to all Federal Officers afore- 
said in the State; and the offices of such persons as refuse to hold the property, 
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money and effects in their Custody, subject to the disposal of the State, and to 
take the oath of office, are hereby declared vacant. 

Be it further ordained, That the State of Louisiana doth hereby guarantee 
and indemnify all Federal officers aforesaid within this State, who comply with 
the ordinances of this Convention, against all claims and demands of the United 
States arising out of such Compliance. 

Be it further ordained, That in case any Federal office hereby adopted as a 
State office be new or shall otherwise become Vacant the Governor be, and he 
hereby is, authorized to fill the Same in the Same manner as the President of 
the United States, or the head of any Department of the United States Govern- 
ment might have done prior to the passage of the Ordinance of Secession; That 
the Governor shall have authority to remove any Officer now holding a Federal 
Office in this State if he shall consider the said removal conducive to the Public 
interest. 

Adopted in Convention in the City of New Orleans this 29th Day of Jan- 
uary in this year of our Lord eighteen hundred & sixty-one.

On Feb. 23, Snowden again wrote the Secretary of the Treasury, 
enclosing the copy of the ordinance just quoted, and said that since 
everything was now done in the name and by the authority of the state 
of Louisiana, it was to be expected that the coining dies would be 
returned, since they bore the emblems not of the state of Louisiana, but 
of the United States. He repeated his suggestion that the Government 
should repudiate all 1861 New Orleans Mint issues. It is not known 
whether this was actually done, but some letters survive from people 
as far north as Pittsburgh who received 1861-0 half-dollars in change, 
and with consternation sent them to the mint for assaying. In all cases 
the coins were found to be of the full United States standard of weight 
and fineness upon assay, and were therefore generally assumed to have 
been among the quantity struck by United States authority before the 
State of Louisiana seized the Mint. 

The 1862 Report of the Director of the Mint said in part concerning 
the branch mints engulfed in the war: “. . . Whether gold or silver coins 
were struck at any of the defected branch mints during the past year 
I have not been able to find out with certainty; if any, the amount was 
small. Prior to the defection of the branch mint at New Orleans, the 
dies in that institution were defaced by some of the loyal employees 
under the direction of one of the officers who remained true to his duty 
and his country. This destruction of the dies must have delayed, if not 
altogether prevented, coinage at this Branch.” The Director, as will be 
seen, was extremely ill-informed about what had actually gone on in 
New Orleans — scarcely to be wondered at, considering the state of com- 
munications during the war, not to mention the evident chronic ignor- 
ance of what was going on even in his own bailiwick (such as restriking 
and other chicanery) ; this latter apparently was true as late as 1887, 
for although Col. A. L. Snowden admitted to having restruck 400 sets 
of the Stella, Goloid and Metric patterns, (see NUMISMA for September 
and November 1880 for proof of this), a subsequent Director, the same 
James P. Kimball quoted at the beginning of this article, said on p. 130 
of the 1887 report that “in no case of alleged (restriking) has any such 
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charge ever been proved against any of the mints of the United States.” 

Anyway, the story as it really happened can be pieced together from 
various official reports by Dr. M. F. Bonzano, once the Mint’s melter and 
refiner, later Special Treasury Agent in charge of the Mint. When the 
committee from the Secession Convention, headed by the Convention’s 
president, Ex-Governor A. Mouton, visited the Mint on or about Jan. 
26, 1861, it ascertained the amount of bullion in the hands of the officers 
and required a special bond for this bullion from them. Between then 
and Jan. 31, effective date of “taking in trust” of the Mint and all Gov- 
ernment property contained in it, a rough settlement was made by way 
of audit, and all the 1860-dated dies defaced in presence of all the officers 
except Mr. Guirot. Coinage was immediately resumed (from U.S. dies) 
as of Jan. 31, but for the State of Louisiana, which retained the same 
officers that the U.S. had appointed. William A. Elmore remained Super- 
intendent, explaining why after his “resignation” from the U.S. service 
he still signed his letters with that title. The Treasurer was A. J. Guirot, 
later appointed assistant treasurer of the Confederacy; Howard Mills- 
paugh was assayer, Dr. B. F. Taylor coiner, and (as mentioned) Dr. 
M. F. Bonzano, melter and refiner. 

A transfer to the Confederacy proper took place in April, and it 
appears that the Mint was not formally closed until May 31, 1861, in 
spite of Dr. Taylor’s letter (in Beistle) saying that it shut down a 
month previously for lack of bullion. 

During these last two months, designs for the Confederate half-dollar 
were submitted to Secretary of the Treasury Memminger, and (Dr. 
Bonzano says) the one by the coiner approved; the die was prepared by 
one A. H. M. Patterson, New Orleans engraver and diesinker not con- 
nected with the Mint (by the 1887 Director’s Report, all engraving of 
dies for the U.S. mints was done only in Philadelphia), and four patterns 
struck off on a screw press. These four were the only pieces made in the 
Mint not from the U.S. dies and standards — differing only in the types 
— and this Confederate design never quite got beyond pattern status, 
though there was evidently some intention of initiating a coinage with 
the new device. 

Upon the closing of the Mint in May 1861, a final settlement was 
made, a remittance dated May 18 sent to Philadelphia for $961.35 in 
Government funds (which the Treasury never got, though the bill still 
exists) which had been retained at the Mint, and all the bullion trans- 
ferred to Guirot as Confederate States Assistant Treasurer. At the 
same time all the 1861 dies with the exception of the Confederate 
reverse were defaced by the foreman of the coiner’s department, with 
the consent of the coiner and in the presence of Dr. Bonzano. This was 
done after careful examination and agreement with the coiner’s die 
account. The Mint evidently was kept in the possession of the Confed- 
erate authorities until Admiral Farragut’s fleet had passed by in April 
1862, whereupon Mr. Guirot fled to Vicksburg with the remaining 
bullion (evidently coined) and other valuables, on the rebel transport 
“Star of the West.” What happened to Elmore, superintendent and cus- 
todian, is not definitely known. In the meantime, Dr. Bonzano had been 
appointed special agent of the U.S. Treasury with orders to take charge 
of the Mint and recover any government property belonging to it. He 
returned to New Orleans in June 1862 and found the Mint occupied as 
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a barracks by the 12th Maine Regiment of Volunteers, under command 
of one Colonel Shipley. Final evacuation did not take place until the 
latter part of July, at which time Dr. Bonzano took over and hired some 
workmen including a number of former Mint employees to set the 
establishment in order. There exist a number of his reports to the 
Director of the Philadelphia Mint, and these give a lengthy account of 
the condition in which he found the building and government property 
(which included workbooks and records of coinage). 

From the latter it appears that the following coinages were exe- 
cuted from government dies at New Orleans in 1861, by the various 
authorities : 


Double Eagles 


Half Dollars 


By the U. S.: 5,000 330,000 

By Louisiana: 9,750 1,240,000 

By the Confederacy: 2,991 962,633 


The above figures, unknown to Beistle in 1929, were given in the 
Director’s Report for 1887, with the comment that the coinages exe- 
cuted under the Rebellion were “for obvious reasons” never included in 
any accounting of the issues of the United States. 

Dr. Bonzano’s reports indicate that the Confederate authorities left 
the Mint in nearly as good condition as it was when they took possession, 
the only things unrecovered being shop tools and some rollers. The 
soldiers quartered at the Mint, however, seem to have indulged in some 
vandalism, by using the delicate instruments and cases in the Assayer’s 
Department for storing and preparing salt pork, and using the most 
finely constructed tools for carving of meat and for mere amusement. 
It appears also that most of the smaller objects in the rooms of the 
Assayer and the Melter and Refiner had been used for target practice. 
In about six months Dr. Bonzano and his workmen had the Mint ready 
for coinage, and by 1867 it was expected that the authorities would 
authorize the coinage of nickel five-cent pieces at this Branch (two 
presses were already prepared for that purpose), and anticipated that 
later on the reopening of the Mint for coinage of gold and silver as 
before the war would be authorized too. There was more reason to 
expect this, in view of repeated recommendations in the annual. Reports 
of the Director of the Mint that the New Orleans Branch be reopened 
after “law and order” were re-established in Louisiana. The Senate 
deliberated long over the question of authorizing coinage at the New 
Orleans Branch, and in Feb. 1870 rejected a proposal to have the Mint 
at New Orleans removed to New York, on the grounds that Philadelphia 
could adequately supply the entire Eastern seaboard (See Senate Exec- 
utive Document 55, 41st Congress, 2nd Session). It seems, however, that 
Carson City was chosen then for the next supplier of coinage, and New 
Orleans remained open only as an assay-office until Feb. 20, 1879 when 
coinage, mostly of silver dollars under the new Bland Act, was initiated. 
I might add that before that time the Mint had acted as the South- 
western distributor for nickel five-cent pieces, which were in very great 
demand above the available supply. 

Getting back to the more immediate aftermath of the New Orleans 
Mint’s occupation by the Confederacy, it only remains for me to tell 
what happened to the defaced coinage dies used by the Louisiana and

Confederate authorities. When Dr. Bonzano took charge in 1862, he 
found the defaced dies intact in the coiner’s vault, and retained them in 
the same package undisturbed during his residence in the Mint. In 
December 1878 he delivered them “as coiner” to his successor, M. V. 
Davis, and according to the 1887 Director’s Report Davis kept them until 
a Treasury agent discovered them in January 1885 and destroyed them 
on the 15th of that month. The Director mentions thirty-two pairs of 
dies being so discovered. The Engraver’s Dept, account of 1861 dies, 
quoted at the beginning of this article, enumerates only nineteen pairs. 
In the light of this fact, and of the Louisiana Committee’s destruction of 
the 1860 dies (Dr. Bonzano was an eyewitness to this), the old story, 
alluded to by J. J. Ford in “Odds & Ends” in the August 1949 Numis- 
matist , that the Confederacy used old rusted dies of previous dates in 
1861, takes on quite an increased bit of significance. The coinage presses 
for all denominations from the double eagle to the half-dime were in 
perfect working order when Dr. Bonzano found them in 1862; and 
although some gold denominations, such as the quarter eagle, half eagle 
and others, are unknown to have been struck at New Orleans for quite 
a few years previously, they may well have been coined too; their 
absence from the numismatic world is perhaps adequately explained by 
the Director’s report for 1887 (again): “It is presumed that the larger 
part, if not the whole, of the gold coin struck as above described, from 
United States coinage dies under other than legal auspices, was applied 
to purchases abroad, and that accordingly it has long since been melted 
down without ever having appeared in any form in domestic circulation.” 

If the bullion journals of the defected branch mints were extant in 
complete form, perhaps the questions raised by the above would be 
susceptible of more factual answers; in their absence, all that can be 
said is Quien sabe? perhaps even today some collection has a hitherto 
unrecorded coin bearing date 1861 and the New Orleans mintmark, of a 
denomination not among those recorded above as being struck by the 
United States government.

Your A.N.A. Officers and National Coin Week Committee are hopeful 
that the forthcoming National Coin Week will develop many new ideas 
in publicizing and popularizing our hobby, that may be of permanent 
value in broadening interest in numismatics as a whole. 

Constructive criticisms of the present methods of handling National 
Coin Week will be particularly welcomed this year. Such criticisms and 
suggestions should be mailed to the Assistant Chairman, William C. 
Boston, 23 Chester Pike, Ridley Park, Pennsylvania. It is hoped that, 
as a result of such communications, as well as the experiences of the 
Committee, plans for the improvement of the National Coin Week 
program can be made. 

Club secretaries desiring additional entry blanks may secure them 
immediately by writing to the Awards Committee Chairman, B. Fred 
Smith, 1544 Broadway, Detroit 26, Michigan. Any individual unaffili- 
ated with a corporate club may secure his personal entry blank from the 
Awards Committee Chairman. An official entry blank, with pertinent 
data, must be received by the Awards Chairman not later than May 20, 
1951, from those clubs or individuals who wish to be considered eligible 
for competitive awards. 

As previously stated, there will be three classes of competition. 
Class A (Club) will involve an unlimited number of scoring points, and 
is particularly tailored for larger metropolitan clubs. Class B (Club) 
will involve limited scoring points based on “ceilings” for each type of 
activity, and will be particularly suited to smaller clubs, and those not 
having access to advantages of large metropolitan centers. Each indi- 
vidual club may select whichever class it feels is best suited to itself, 
and will be permitted to enter in only one of the two classes. Identical 
awards will be made in both classes. The third class of competition is 
the Individual Class, which is open to all individual A.N.A. members. 
Those entering the individual competition will submit the Class A entry 
blanks mentioned above.

Obituaries 

ENOS C. VERKLER, A.N.A. No. 359 

Numismatists in the Chicago area, who were active in the early part 
of the twentieth century, will be shocked to learn of the death of another 
of the few remaining Charter members of the old Chicago Numismatic 
Society. This is a quite belated report on the passing of Enos C. Verkler, 
A.N.A. member number 359. He was born in 1878 and died March 25th, 
1949. 

Mr. Verkler ’s name was always linked with Virgil Brand, W. F. 
Dunham, Wm. Jerrems, Ben Green and Michael P. Carey in all early day 
numismatic events in Chicago. These six with four others founded the 
old Chicago club. Of this galaxy of famous numismatists, only Mr. Carey 
remains. He and Mr. Verkler migrated to California many years ago and 
their numismatic friendship continued. However, Mr. Verkler gave up 
collecting and dropped his fraternal connections. His last years were 
spent in the construction business with his son Roy Enos Verkler.

JUDGE ARTHUR CURTIS, A.N.A. No. 11244 

January 29, 1951, Judge Arthur F. Curtis, 66, died suddenly at his 
home in Delhi, N. Y. He was in very good health until a few hours before 
his death. 

Governor Dewey appointed him County Judge and Surrogate in 
1943. A candidate on both the Republican and Democratic tickets, he 
was elected Judge in 1944 and in 1950. Thirty years before becoming 
Judge, he was a lawyer in Delhi and, also, wrote many law books, the 
best known being "Curtis on Arson” and “New York Law of Evidence.” 
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For many years, he owned a lumber company and theater in Delhi. For 
the past twenty years, he was President of the Security Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company. 

Mr. Curtis had a very large and complete collection of American 
coins, his two favorite coins being his 1796 and 1797 proof quarters. 
Also, he was a collector of Early American furniture, china and glass. 
He was an authority on Early American Historical china. He had just 
started a collection of Early American mugs and Early American paint- 
ings. 

Mrs. Curtis died January 24, 1950. He is survived by two daughters, 
Mrs. G. Robert Lake of Sarasota, Florida, and Dr. Adelaide H. Curtis of 
Delhi, New York. Doctor Curtis is an associate member of the American 
Numismatic Association. 


ROSWELL S. BRITTON, NEW YORK CITY 

We have just learned of the recent death of Roswell S. Britton of New 
York and a member of the faculty of New York University. 

While not well known in numismatic circles, he has for years been con- 
sulted by the staff of the Museum of The American Numismatic Society be- 
cause of his knowledge of the Chinese language. He was the author of The 
Chinese Periodical Press , 1800-1912 , Shanghai, 1933; a number of publications 
on the oracle bones of the Shang dynasty; and many reviews of books on the 
Far East. The only numismatic item known to be from his pen is A Horn 
Printing-block, which was published in the Harvard Journal of Asiatic Studies 
in July, 1938, in which he described a block used for printing deposit receipt 
blanks for a native bank in Peking. This block is now in the A.N.S. Museum. 

He is most widely known for his publications on the Yin bone inscriptions 
which form a large part of the corpus of the earliest known Chinese writings, 
among which are The Couling-C half ant Collection of Inscribed Oracle Bones 
Shanghai, 1934; Yin Bone Photographs, N. Y., 1935; Yin Bone Rubbings, N. Y.| 
1937; Seven Collections of Inscribed Oracle Bone, N. Y., 1938; and The Hopkins 
Collection of Inscribed Oracle Bone, N. Y., 1939. He had an expert knowledge 
of the Yin bone inscriptions and was an adept at discovering forgeries.

Die Break on Proof Nickel of 1885 

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

The subject of die breaks or cracks 
in coins is by far not a new one. There 
are so many kinds and varieties that 
it is impossible to name them all. 
Keeping this in mind, I have some- 
thing I wonder if any of the coin 
dealers or club members of the A.N.A. 
could tell me about. 

About a year ago I purchased a 
copy of an 1885 Liberty nickel in bril- 
liant proof condition. This coin has a 
sizeable die break on the obverse side 
through the hair and out to the edge 
of the coin, at about two o’clock as 
for position. The few dealers and col- 
lectors who have seen this coin all 
agree it is a die break, but all also 
agree that they have never seen or 
heard of a die break on a proof coin. 
I wonder if this could be something 
new that has turned to light, and if 
it might be worth much more than 


the regular proof copies of the same 
year. Any information would be 
appreciated.

Ten Thousand Wooden Nickels 

West Palm Beach, Fla. — Ten thou- 
sand wooden nickels depicting histor- 
ical scenes from the early days of the 
Barefoot Mailman were issued by the 
John B. Rogers Producing Co., Fos- 
toria, Ohio, for this resort’s annual 
Sun Dance Festival staged March 4-10. 

The unique souvenirs were exchange- 
able in trade at West Palm Beach 
stores during the festive week-long 
celebration. Some of the issues are 
still available and may be obtained 
by collectors by writing Sun Dance 
Headquarters, City Hall, West Palm 
Beach. Some 1950 Sun Dance wooden 
nickels are also still available. 

The wooden chips this year illus- 
trate six scenes taken from the now 
historical stories resulting from the 
adventurous days of the late 1880’s, 
when the Barefoot Mailman carried 
the mail along the beach from West 
Palm Beach to Miami, with both his 
shoes and the mail pouch slung over 
his shoulder. 

The scenes were drawn from the 
murals in the West Palm Beach Post 
Office, which were painted in the 
early 1930’s by Steve Dohanos, now 
famous Saturday Evening Post cover 
artist. 

The story of the Barefoot Mailman, 
novel by Ted Pratt, was the 1951 Sun 
Dance Celebration theme. 
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National Capital Sesquicentennial 
Medals Handled by Banks and Stores 

Apparently medals are much more 
popular than numismatists suspect, for 
of the 1000 silver ones struck to com- 
memorate the Sesquicentennial of the 
National Capital, not a single one 
remains unsold. Of the 10,000 medals 
of the same design struck in bronze

banks and stores throughout the coun- 
try.

Treasure-Trove 100 Years Ago 

Dear Editor: 

I recently happened across an inter- 
esting account of “Vestiges of Ancient 
Inhabitants of Scotland,” in Black- 
wood's Edinburgh Magazine, of one 
hundred years ago. Numismatic pub- 
lications refer so frequently to the law 
of treasure-trove that I thought read- 
ers of The Numismatist might be 
interested in reading what folks 
thought of the law that far back in 
time. The writer (unnamed) was be- 
moaning the losses “when the crucible 
outbid the antiquary.” 

The following excerpt is quoted 
verbatim:. 

“We have reason to know that 
many articles of rare interest — many 
of them of considerable sterling value 
— were dug out in the great railway 
cuttings of 1846 and 1847. Of those 
which possessed no metallic value, the 
greater portion were cast away or 
destroyed, because there was no 
known and general market for the 
disposal of them. As for the gold and 
silver relics, the law of treasure-trove 
worked for their immediate destruc- 
tion as effectively as if it had been 
invented for the purpose. ‘With us,' 
says that early oracle of the Scottish 
law, Lord Stair, ‘treasures hid in the 
earth, whose proper owners cannot be 
known, are not his in whose ground 
they are found, nor the finder’s, but 
belong to the king.’ 

“The old feudal rule was preserved 
by our ancestors of the 17th century, 


probably from the notion that there 
were great treasures from time to 
time likely to be brought to light 
which might replenish the exchequer, 
and that it was more fitting to sweep 
all such accidental riches into the 
national treasury than to leave it in 
the hands of individuals, whom it 
might make dangerously wealthy. Vi- 
sions of hidden treasure have had 
their charms for monarchs and legis- 
lators, as well as for German philoso- 
phers and Irish vagrants; and it was 
a mysterious cup full of gold pieces 
that tempted the timid Solomon of 
Scotland to put himself into the hands 
of the Ruthvens. 

“Treasure-trove cannot really, within 
the last century and a half, however, 
have had any charms for a chancellor 
of the exchequer, and probably the 
law has been permitted to remain 
from the impression that it tends to 
make newly-discovered relics public 
property instead of leaving them in 
the hands of individuals. If any states- 
man has really hesitated, for such a 
reason, to touch the law of treasure- 
trove, we believe that he has coun- 
tenanced the very evil he sought to 
avoid. Relics of trifling intrinsic 
value, if kept at all, are kept out of 
sight by individuals; while gold and 
silver ornaments go immediately to 
the melting-pot, to obviate all dis- 
agreeable inquiries. 

“If a ditcher, or a set of railway 
navvies, find a gold tore, no law or 
logic will persuade them that they 
ought to give it up for the public 
benefit, and that they are committing 
an offence something equivalent to 
stealing or swindling if they treat it 
as their own property. Far from such 
a doctrine being unpalatable to the 
uneducated, the gentry themselves 
cannot see it, and would never think 
of practicing it. Who thinks of send- 
ing to the remembrancer in excheq- 
uer an old ring or amulet picked up 
on his grounds, as he would send the 
watch or purse to the guest who had 
left it on the drawing room table? 
To know how such a cancer in the 
law eats out the sources of archae- 
ological investigation, it must be re- 
membered that a far larger proportion 
of the smaller articles for use and 
ornament which have come to us 
from past ages, even in this country, 
were made of gold or silver than the 
habits of civilisation would lead us to 
suppose. .

Lacquer Protects Steel Cents 

Sir: 

In view of the somewhat unsatis- 
factory outcome of the situation ensu- 
ing on the publication of my article 
on cleaning and lacquering in The 
Numismatist of January, 1949, I 
thought you might be interested in 
the attached extract from a letter I 
recently received: 

“By the way, I wish to advise you 
that I am now convinced of the value 
of the lacquering process for coins 
which you so kindly passed on to me, 
for the following reasons. 

“Last summer, when we were on 
vacation in Canada for 2 weeks in 
July, the weather in Chattanooga was 
so wet that on our return home all 
our leather articles, shoes, belts, brief 
case, etc., were thick with mildew, and 
even some of my books were mil- 
dewed. 

“I didn’t think about my coins at 
the time, as each coin is in a heavy 
white envelope, and stored in wood 
drawers in a steel cabinet which has 
a fairly tight-fitting lid. 

“About a week ago I had occasion 
to get something from the cabinet, 
and found that some of my wartime 
zinc coins had corroded so badly as to 
make them worthless. They were 
uncirculated when I put them away, 
but I had not lacquered them. 

“Naturally I looked to see how the 
cleaned and lacquered specimens 
looked, and found that they looked no 
different from when I finished treat- 
ing them, so now I am impatient to 
get some more treated, although I 
find it very difficult to find the time 
to do so.”

The 
Betts collection did not have this set." 

Combining the lists of Wright and 
Adams and one unlisted card in our 
own collection it would seem that 
there are at least 11 cards in the 
series, if not more. Adams does not 
give the name of the agent, merely 
listing the city.

All of the above tokens are quite 
rare except for the home office token 
in brass. It is our opinion that all 
these tokens that were issued in the 
white metal composition were merely 
die trials. They are made in a very 
soft metal and could never have cir- 
culated. Thus all the pieces in white 
metal are excessively rare if not 
unique. All the agency tokens issued 
in brass also are very rare and prob- 
ably not over half a dozen of any of 
them are known. We seriously doubt 
if a complete set of these tokens 
resides in any one collection. 

If any of our readers know of any 
further varieties existing we would 
appreciate notification of such varie- 
ties and they will appear in a supple- 
mentary list.

Book Reuieius 

STANDARD CATALOGUE OF UNITED STATES COINS, 1951. 15th Edi- 
tion. Edited by Wayte Raymond. Published by Wayte Raymond, Inc., New 
York City. 186 pp. 8vo. Indexed. Bound in blue cloth. Price $3. 

Collectors who look forward to the yearly edition of this familiar catalogue 
will not be disappointed in this 1951 edition if they have been anticipating the 
usual number of re-valuations, revisions, additional illustrations and informa- 
tion. In comparison with the 1950 edition the re-valuations might be summed 
up as follows: 

Colonial and State Issues: The more common ones show an occasional 
advance. Half Cents and Large Cents: Probably fewer changes in these two 
series than in the others. Early Silver: General increase especially with the 
dollars and in many instances the former valuation of “Very Fine" is applied 
to those in “Fine" condition. Commemorative Half Dollars: Occasional changes 
mostly for the types but the series shows no decided advance. Gold Coins: With 
the exception of a few rare dates and proofs not greatly different than 1950. 
In the Private Gold series the values have been omitted on many of the 
rarest pieces. Minor Proofs: Majority of dates and denominations, especially 
the early ones, show a decided climb. Small Cents: Rarer dates continue to 
increase with the notable exception of the elusive 1909-S VDB which has 
dropped from $12.50 to $10. 

Collectors will welcome the expansion of the section “Notes on the Various 
Denominations," and the new feature, “Restrikes of United States Coins." 
This includes the official, semi-official, and private restrikes as far as it has 
been possible to establish them as such with a fair amount of certainty. Other 
chapters treat the coinage of the Philippine Islands under the United States 
and as a Commonwealth, the coins of Hawaii, Confederate States of America, 
General Information, and a complete Mint Report including the proofs struck 
at the Philadelphia Mint since 1863. — S.M. 
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A GUIDE BOOK OF UNITED STATES COINS, by Richard S. Yeoman, 4th 
edition. Racine, Wisconsin. 1950. 255 pp. 

The new edition of this useful little manual is marked by some additions 
that I suppose could be termed experimental. These include parenthesized 
quantities of proofs struck 1863-1916 included in the tables of regular coinages 
executed by the mints; a greatly extended list of silver dollar varieties 1795-1803 
based on Bolender’s recent book on that series; and notation beside certain 
Colonials of the existence and fabricators of known modern copies. Some of the 
more misleading errors found in earlier editions have been here corrected; the 
proper cuts for the 1859 cent reverse and the 1854-58 trime type are now 
included for the first time, a long-expected improvement. 

As an innovation supposed by its publishers to be of use and interest to 
non-specialists, this Bolender list of silver dollars is drawing it rather fine. I 
gravely doubt that it will be found easy to use, especially without additional 
cuts, or that the divagations included could ever be called major varieties, 
especially in view of Mr. Yeoman’s omission for similar cause of the recut dates 
on 1840-56 silver. If new major varieties remain to be added to present listings, 
it would be possible to make out a far better case for certain examples among 
the cents and half-cents than for most of the silver dollars listed, especially as 
the former are much better known and easily recognized even among non- 
specialists, and require no hairsplitting to attribute. The examples that come 
readiest to mind are the “Starred” 1794 cent, 1795 reeded edge cent, 1807 small 
overdate cent and the two half cent restrikes of 1831 and 1836 from dies in the 
style of the originals. However, the only effective test of the usefulness of this 
silver dollar revision will be time and the easy adoption or non-adoption of 
these designations by non-specialists. 

The mention of copies of Colonials - a subject neglected in the literature - 
is indeed a useful addition. I believe it would have been much more useful, 
however, had Mr. Yeoman referred collectors to sources such as Crosby’s plates 
which illustrated the copies as well as the genuine, for telling them apart. As 
it is, the listing merely raises suspicion of any Colonials of these kinds offered, 
without hinting to collectors how to tell if a given specimen is genuine, other 
than saying that the cuts are from authentic ones. Here the worst trouble will 
be caused by Bolen’s imitations, many of which are exceedingly hard to tell from 
the genuine without considerable experience with both. There are also some 
copies (illustrated by Crosby) unmentioned in the Guidebook, notably Wyatt’s 
NE and Pine Tree sixpences and threepences and his Oak Tree shilling; 
Robinson’s New England Elephant token, and the Carolina Elephant, PRO- 
PRIETORS, by Bolen (called in error Robinson’s) plus Bolen’s other Confed- 
erate variety, with small circle of stars. 

Price changes of consequence have been few since last edition. Colonials 
have not moved an inch, and most of the price changes in the regular U. S. 
series are “adjustments.” Increased demand resulting from the publication of 
Dr. Sheldon’s EARLY AMERICAN CENTS has sent the price up slightly on 
the more popular cent varieties, and Wayte Raymond’s publication of quantities 
of proofs struck 1863-1916 last year has operated similarly on that series. The 
only really outstanding price changes have been the jump from $700 to $1000 
unc. for the 1873 quarter dollar, CC without arrows, and the first-time inclusion 
(at $500) of the dime of the same mint, date and type. Prices have been made 
up for early dollars in good condition (formerly only fine and better), but no 
important changes are recorded except the addition of the 1801-2-3 restrikes 
and the varieties discussed above. The rarer commemoratives, except the $50 
pieces, have declined slightly, and the others have advanced very slightly. With 
perhaps twenty exceptions, private gold has remained stable; the exceptions are 
all in the direction of higher prices. 

There have been some improvements in the general arrangement, including 
the addition of a few small historical and descriptive notes. Some few errors 
from earlier editions are retained, but judging by the improvements in this 
fourth edition, it is to be believed that these errors will gradually be removed, 
and the result then will be a very helpful book correctly answering most ques- 
tions non-specialists are likely to ask about the American series.
